'71 IN 


TELEGRAPHIC BKKV1TIEB. 


Some Interesting Beminisencea of 


Previous Outbreaks. 


The small pox patient at the contagious 


hospital outsido the city farm, is reporter 
as doing nicely this morning. 


A member of the board of health, 


had visited him, said that it would he im 
possible to put a pin on his skin without 
touching a pustule, so thoroughly broken 
out ou the akin ia the disease. 


No(7 that the red flag, the official insig 


'iia of a contagious disease, is ilying fiou 
the gataavay leading to the pest house ai 
ihe poor farm, people are beginning to tel! 
storips 
of 
the epidemic of '71. 
An 


other generation has come since that time, 
thousands of new families have settiei' 
liere and the city has doubled in size, 
numeiically and otherwise since thos 
Jays. 
— 


People remember the epidemic when 


nearly every house on many streets had a 
red flag at the door, when corpses were 
taken from the second story windowo and 
slid along a board to the wagons used for 
carrying away the dead. 
The story told of the origin of the epi- 


demic is that a young man named Murphy, 
living on Jefferson street, was stricken 
with the infection. 
He was removed to 
the pest house, but his mother, to get rid 
of the bedding put the straw tick in the 
ash barrel. The boye oJ the neighborhood 
soon bad great sport with the tick. .Few 
days elapsed before the Infection was in s 
hundred homes, and it spread right am! 
left. Judge Frye says that in those days 
the health laws were not stringent and the 
then existing health board was afraid to do 
anything; consequently it was impossible 
to fight cue contagion. "People had a dread 
of the pest house and so concealed their 
friends. 


Persons suffering with varioloid,the wild 


form of the disease, would be seen on the 
street transacting business, and Judge 
Frye says he made out official papers for 
persona on whose face the small pox made 
disgusting blotches. 


A lady who now resides in Centralville, 
but in "'71 lived on 
Auburn street 


says that there was small pox all around 
her, and even up stairs. A physician was 
called, one who is now in practice and is 
well known, and as he was coming down 
stairs the lady in question told him that 
sne felt ill. In reply to a question as to 
what should be taken for medicine lie said: 
''Take chloride of lime." The answer was 
so funny that she has never forgotten the 
doctor or the incident. 
Mr. John King was then on the police 


force, and when the new board of health 
was organized with Dr. Fred'k Ayer ' as 
chairman, he was detailed to hunt up cases. 
Mr. Robert DawsOn, now deceased, oncea 
well known citizen, was hired for ten dol- 
lars a day to wave a red flag on streets 
where small pox had been discovered, and 
against which quarantine had not been de- 
clared. 
A good story is told of a well'known 


family, who at that time was having hard 
work to meet current expenses. The land- 
lord came to collect the rent arid as the 
money was not on hand the lady of the 
house tried to make excuses. These didn't 
work, so the tenant said her child was sick 
with small pox. Well—the landlord dis- 
appeared as if by magic. 


Strange as it may seem the only mention 


made of the small pox epidemic in '71 in 
the columns of the Lowell Courier was on 
Feb. 10th when a short item states that a 
doctor living on Andover street was prose- 
cuted for failing to report a case of the 
disease.

KILLED FOR MONEY. 


Joel Hodfrdon W*s Than Cr«m»ted to 


Hide Evidence of Guilt. 


EAST KINGSTON, N. H., Deo. ST.—Hew 


Hampshire again figures in a, tragedy 
whioh is one of th« most appalling since 
the days of th« Christie Ward»n murder 
at Hanover. 
Joel Hodgdon, an ecceatric character of 
the tow/a, living alone in a rude dwelli 
about a mil* from the e«ntar of the town, 
was foully murdered, robbed aad his re- 
mains burned to a crisp yesterday. 


The news of the affair spread like wild 
lire, and in a short time hundreds at peo- 
ple were on the scene. The body of Mr. 
Hodgden Was removed to the town hall, 
where it still remains awaiting the in- 
quest of the coroner. 


That Hodgdon was murdered no one 
questions. He was noticed late last even- 
ing at the village poatofflce ia tiompany 
with a itranger, and that was tb* laet 
seen of him alire. Both left the place 
together, and today 
nothing can be 


learned of the stranger who is badly 
wanted by the officials. He is described 
as being a well dreesed man with a black 
moustache and wearing « long ulster, be- 
ing a very fluent talker. 
Hodgdon was a man of means, and dur 


ing his long years of toil had accumulated 
considerable wealth, whioh it is a»id he 
kept in the house. About two Weeks ago 
he received a registered letter in which 
was a considerable amount of money, and 
this letter was found upon his person. It 
was postmarked Denver. ; 
No one knows the amount of money 


whioh was in the envelope, but some of 
the citizens, who were personally ac- 
quainted with the old man, say that it 
was a large amount, as"his investments in 
the west were large. 


Coroner Sweeney held a preliminary ex- 


amination, bufc gave no decision. Deceased 
was 66 years of age, and had been married 
twice. His first wife ia de*d and the sec- 
ond left him. H» has one daughter, Mrs. 
Rich of Nawburrport. 


ALLEGED BRUTALITY. 


Children of a Clergyman Said to Have 


Died From Neglect. 


LONG ISLAND CITY, N. Y., Dec. 37.—Bev. 


Edward Bell, editor of The Weakly Flag, 
and his wife, were arrested last evening 
on the charge of neglecting and ill-treat- 
ing Arthur Bell, 18 years old, child by a 
Bell's former wife. The l>oy \va8 taken to 
the hospital a week ago, following the 
death of his lO-year-old sister, Edith. 
She died of pneumonia and diphtheria. 
She had no medical attendance, and her 
body was exhumed for chemical analysis. 


The neighbors assert that the girl was 


shockingly treated, a,nd was found dead 
in a room unattended by anyone. Several 
weeks previous to that another child in 
the family, Harry Bell, 12 years old, was 
found dead under similar circumstances. 
The autopsy showed that he was suffering 
from typhoid malaria. 
Agent Meyer of the Brooklyn Society 


for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
swore out the warrant on which Bell and 
his wife Were arrested. Meyer says he 
has evidence enough against both to have 
them indicted for manslaughter in con- 
nection with the death of the two children 
named.

Bell is known all over the west and 


east, where, it is said, he traveled under a 
score of aliases while in the ministry.

TIONS AT NEW ORLEANS. 


A Sicilian Town Set Ablaze by a 


Mob. , 


BARCELONA, Dec. 27.—The anarchist 


Cerezuelo, who was recently arrested at 
Huesca, has made a oonfesthon in which 
he acknowledges th»t he himself threw 
the homb in the Liseo theater. The hombs 
found beneath tha seats in the theater 
were placed there by an Italian anarchist 
named S»ldiiu, who is also under arrest 
and has llkewiko madoj a confession. 


Anarchist Condina 'manufactured the 


hombs from moulds prepared by Sivepol 
the printer who vras arrested the other 
day for implication in the dynamite out- 
rages, and who confessed that he had 
made these moulds. 
The 8-year-old child whose statement 
first gave the clue by which the 'culprits 
•yere detected lived in the house where 
Condina lodged. This child says that the 
bombs thrown at General Campos were 
concealed in pots of artificial flowera. 


An Outbreak In Sicily. 


PALERMO, Dec. 97. — At Caltanisetta 
riots of a serious nature followed the ar- 
rest of a man who was charged by the 
police with exciting the inhabitants o£ 
the commune of V»lvu«rnera to rebel 
against the local authorities. 
The gendarmes were roughly handled 


•while attempting to escort their prisoner 
to the barracks, nad after repeated ap- 
peals to the crowd to disperse and to 
allow them to take their prisoner to the 
cells, drew their revolvers and fired into 
the air. This enabled the gendarmes to 
reach the barracks, but thousands of riot- 
ers attempted to enter the building and 
were repulsed by the police. 


This repulse only served to still further 


enrage the people and they returned, 
furioua with anger, through the streets 
and set fire to the town hall, the casino, re- 
sidences of the commissary ot police and 
of the mayor, and to the telegraph office, 
postoffioe, 
Octroi bureau and to the 


police court, causing a very large amount 
of damage. 


Hot Times at Orleans. 


ORLEANS, Dec. 27.—This city last night 


vraa thrown into a state of terror by a 
violent demonstration on the part of 
anarchists who itan along the Faubourg 
de la Madeleine, acting in a most riotous 
manner, and shouting "Long live an- 
arohy." They broke the gas lamps all 
along that section of the thoroughfare 
through which they passed, tore away the 
supports to a number of'trees, and with 
these weapons smashed all of the win- 
dows in the vicinity. 
The police are 


•enrolling for the leaders of the mob, who 
are known to be friends of the arrested 
anarchists Moullnier -and Colas. Menac- 
ing letters, evidently written by an an- 
archist, have been received by the prin- 
cipal residents of Orleans. 


An Accomplished Scoundrel. 


BARCELONA, Dec, 27.—Antonio Binaldi, 
the Spaniard who was arrested in the 
south of France for complicity in the 
Ijiceo theater dynamite outrage, is 
years old and of forbidding aspect. He 
has no occupation. He fcpaaks, fluently, 
French, English, Italian, German and 
Spanish. He has made a full confession. 


An Amsterdam How. 


AMSTERDAM. Dec. 37—Two thousand un- 


employed workmen, organized into a 
parade by socialist agitators, marched in 
procession yesterday. A detachment of 
100 policemen charged with drawn aabers 
upon the mob. A battle followed, during 
which a number ot people on both sides 
were more or less injured.

of anarchists and communists at the 
Autonomlo club yesterday was attended 
by delegates from all parts of the king- 
dom. 


Pioved Costly For Cricpi, 


LONDON, Dec. 87.—A dispatch from Home 
says that Premier Crispi is to withdraw 
all his interest in the Biforma, which for 
a long time has been his exclusive prop- 
erty and recognized as his official organ. 
It will be carried on as an experiment in 
co-operation by the employes. It has cost 
Crispi over a million lire.

"WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Minister Men- 


donca of Brazil believes that the crisis of 
the Brazilian revolution Is at hand, and 
that the decisive stroke will he made this 
week. 


He Says that the two great ironclads of 


the rebel admiral, Mello, and the flotilla 
of little torpedo craft hastily impro- 
vised by President Peixoto are rapidly 
Hearing each other. The minister says 
that a collision is almost certain to occur 
before next Monday. 


He recognizes that the little torpedo anjd

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—The bakers' strike is 


spreading, and yesterday six more baker- 
ies were compelled to shut down for lack 
ni men. This makes 10 bakeries out of 16, 
in which the men are controlled by the as- 
sociation, in which the strike is on. 
The strike seems to be running largely 


by nationalities. Saturday all the strikers 
were Germans, and yesterdavthsy were all 
Swedes. The bosses claim that they will 
soon have all the men they need, and 
Heisler & Junffe, the largest bakery 
affocted yesterday, secured without much 
effort 71 new men to replace the 80 men 
who walked out Saturday. The bosses 
say that they simply cannot lose, as there 
are too many men out of work. 
Last night the striking bakers met in 


secret session and engaged in atn animated 
discussion. 
They announced that they 
have no intention of yielding and declare 
that they believe the flght is practically 
over.

Government Should Help.

Pacific. 
They especially regard it of 


great importance, as the French Panama 
scheme has totally failed, entailing"parent 
loss vtpon all its holders of securities.

lad visited him, said that it would be im 
possible to put a pin on his skin wltboui 
ouchlng a pustule, so thoroughly broker 
out ou the skin is the disease. 


Now thai the red flag, the official insip- 


lia of a contagious disease, ia flying frou: 
:he gateway leading to the pest house a' 
.he poor farm, people are beginning to teli 
stories of 
the epidemic of '71.

other generation has come since thab time, 
thousands of new families have settled 
icre and the city has doubled in size, 
numerically and otherwise since those 
Jays.

People remember the epidemic when 


nearly every house on rainy streets had n 
red flag at the doorj when corpses were 
taken from the second slory windows and 
slid along a board to the wagons used for 
carrying away the dead. 


The story told of the origin of the epi- 


demic IB that a joanfc mannamedHurphy, 
iving on Jefferson street, was stricken 
srith the infection. 
Ho was removed to 


the pest house, but his mother, to get rid 
of the bedding put tbe straw tick in the 
ash barrel, the boys of the neighborhood 
soon had great sport with the tick. Few 
days elapsed before the Infection was in a 
hundred homes, and it spread right and 
left. Judge Frye Bays that in those days 
the health laws were not stringent and the 
then existing health board was afraid to do 
anything; consequently it was impossible 
to fight the contagion. "People Imd a, dread 
of the pest house and so concealed their 
friends. 


Persons suffering with varioloid,the mild 


form of the disease, would be seen on the 
street transacting business, and Judge 
Frye says be made out official papers for 
persons on whose face the small pox made 
disgusting blotches. 


A lady who now resides in Centralville, 


but in '71 lived oo 
Auburn 
street, 


says that there -was small pox all around 
her, and even up stairs. A physician was 
called, one who is now in practice and is 
well known, and as be was coming down 
stairs the lady in quesMon told him that 
she felt ill. ID reply to a question as to 
what should be taken for medicine lie said: 
''Take chloride of lime." The answer was 
so funny that she has never forgotten the 
doctor or tlie incident. 


Mr. John Ring was then on the police 


force, and when tbe new board of health 
was organized with Dr. Fred'k .Ayer ua 
chairman, he was detailed to ban tup cases. 
Mr. Eobert Dawson, now deceased, oncea 
well known citizen, waa hired for ten dol- 
lars a day to wave a red flag on streets 
where small pox Lad been diacopered, and 
against which quarantine had not been de- 
clared. 


A good story is told of a well 'known 


family, who at that time was having hard 
work to meet current expenses. .The land- 
lord came to collect the rent arid as tlie 
money was not on hand the lady of tbe 
bouse tried to make excuses. These didn't 
work, so the tenant said her child waa sick 
with small pox. Well—tlie landlord dis- 
appeared as if by magic. 


Strange as it may seem the only mention 


made of the small pox epidemic in '71 in 
the columns of the Lowell Courier was on 
Feb. 10th when a short item states that a 
doctor living on Andover street waa prose- 
cuted for failing to report a case of the 
disease.

learned of the stranger who is badly 
wanted by the officials. He is described 
as being a well dressed man with a black 
moustache and wearing a long ulster, be- 
ing a very fluent talker. 


Hodgdon was a man of means, and dur- 


ing his long years of toll had accumulated 
considerable wealth, which it i* said he 
kept in the house. Abcnt two weeks ago 
he received a registered letter in which 
was a considerable amount of money, and 
this letter was found upon his person. Ii 
was postmarked Denver. 


No one knows the amount • of money 


which was in the envelope, but some of 
the citizens, who were personally 
quainted with the old man, say that it 
was a large amount, as^iis investments in 
the west were large. 


Coroner Sweeney held a preliminary ex- 


amination, but gave no decision. Deceased 
was 66 years of age, and had been married 
twice. His first wife U dead and the sec- 
ond left him. H* has one daughter, Mrs.

Revels Ended by Death of 


Mrs. Murray. 


HER HUSBAND HELD BY THE 


POLICE 


Under Suspicion of Having Struck the 


Fatal Blow. 


BOSTON, Dec. 27.—Ellen Murray died 


Jesterday at'the city,h'ospital from the re- 
sult of injuries Incurred at her home on 
Tremtmt sp-eet, Brighton. 


The police say that she and her hus- 


ftandp Edward Murray, had been on a 
spree (or a w*ek, and that the husband 
in his druuktn frenzy, Monday night, 
struck her on the head so severely that 
she was rendered insensible, and it was 
necessary to take her to.the hospital. 


She wag taken there in a critical condi- 


tion, and her huaband'Tvas arraigned yes- 
terday In the Brighton court and hold in 
$3000 to await the result. The result has 
come, and now Murray 
will have to 


answer to the charge of manslaughter, at 
least.' 


The Murrnys live on Trcmont street, 


near Oak square, Brighton, and the neigh- 
bors speak more forcibly than favorably 
of the family., 


>~elghboTfl Expected It. 


Mrs. Blakely, who lives near by aud who 


knew Mrs. Murray, told a reporter last 
evening that she expected something o£ 
this sort to occur shortly. "I thought he 
would kill her before this," she said. 
"They have had some lively times. For 
the past week the pair have been on n 
spree, and I always expected that they 
would wlnd'up in some such way. 


"He used to abuse her terribly. I have 


seen her come" out of the house in the 
morning with a black eye on several oc- 
casions." That is the opinion nil around 
Tremont stveet^Briebton, and there are 
many stories, afloat about the whisky 
drank in their tenement. 


A Bad Lot. 


They were put down as a bad lot when 


they first came to Brighton, and the final 
result was not so (Treat a surprise to those 
who knew the family as might have been 
expected. 


At the city hospftal, when she was 


brought in, the doctors pronounced that 
she had a fracture of the skull, and did 
uot think she could live. 
They were 


right. 


Murray was arrested last September for 


an assault upon his wife and fined 420. 
Both their names appear upon the records 
at station !•} as having been arrested for 
being drunk. Mrs. Murray was about 35 
years old.

POX CASE. 


Authorized Statement In liegard to Its 


Appeartinoe and Cftre. 


The following history of the small pox 


case -was authorized by tbe board of health 
this noon, and given out for tbe informa- 
tion of the pnblic by Mr. Bayles: "Tim- 
othy Donaboe, a bartender, living at the 
corner of Kinsman and Crosby street, was 
taken ill a week ago last Fliday. 
Dr. 


McAvmnue was called in and gave medical 
attention believing it to be a case of scarlet 
fever. Small pox in its incipient stage 
cannot be diagnosed as small pox. A week 
ago tonight Dr. Welch took charge of the 
case and treated Donahue for fever. 
"Yesterday Dr. Welch became suspicious 


of 
the 
case 
and 
called 
in 
Di. 
Plunkett, who examined the patient 
pronounced it small pox and at once tbe 
board of health was informed. 


"The board called upon Dr. H. J. Smith 


for an opinion and he confirmed Dr. Plun- 
kett's report. 


"Dr. Field of the board was out of town 


but the other members of the board took 
John Dolan, who has been -at work at the 
pest house for a fortnight, and together 
they removed Timothy Donahoe to tbe 
pest house, together with his clothing and 
bedding. Tbe board immediately sent for 
Mrs. Eeed, the veteran nurse, who had 
served through the epidemic of '72 and 
'85 to take charge of tbe pest house. 
The 


house had been equipped with new bed- 
ding, furniture, a cooking range and 
utensils. 


Another Patient. 


"With Timothy was taken his brother 


Dennis, who was nob feeling well. His 
brother will aid in the care of tbe patient, 
unless he also is stricken with the disease. 
"At tbe pest house now are the two 


patients, Mrs. lieed in charge, a woman to 
do general work, from tbe city farm, John 
Dolan to do the Heavy work. 


"Officer Provenchor was detailed for 


duty at the house to guard it mgbt and 
day and the officer will stay there, being 
relieved daytimes by another officer. 


"In tho house are Dennis, senior, and 


four daughters, together with tluee women 
who room there. They have been vaccin- 
ated, and all will be kept within the house, 
which has been declaiod in quaianline. 
The house is a double tenement one, and 
the other half has been thoioughly fumi- 
gated. 
"One of the little gills iu the house had 


been visiting the house on the opposite 
corner occupied by a family named Bless- 
ington. This house was tboioughly tum- 
jgdted this morning. 


Other Suspicions Cases. 


In the rear ot the house is a block in 


which aie two sick girls,IlannaliFinnejian, 
daucbter of Donald Finnegan, and Mary 
Murphy. The girls had been ill with what 
tho doctors say is sino.1! pox. One hns 
been ill for four and tbe other foi three 
weeks. 
Being convalescent the danger 


Is past and the nature of the disease deter- 
mined only by past indications. 
This 


house has been "isolated as a precautionaiy 
measure. 


Vaccination Onleied 


"The board of health acting under the 


law lias oidered the mill aud corporation 
officials to have all their operatives, vaccin- 
ated. 
"The board does not order general vaccin- 
ation, but will require the pupils of the. 
Butler school to be looked after. 
Tbe 
board \\isbes to urge upon every one the 
necessity 
of 
being 
vaccinated. 


All 
those

vaccinated at the board of health office. 
"The board started the work tbis morn- 
ing by each member, themselves, undergo- 
ing treatment, besides Major T. O. Allen, 
and all employes of tbe health depart-

The board wishes that every physician 


will report any and all suspicious cases .it 
once, In order to aid in preventing any 
spread of the disease.

Child's Mind Should Be Allowed to 


Expand With Age. 


An educational ciiy is Lowell,. and tlie 


fact lias been demonstrated OD many occa- 
sions. Yesterday, however, another step 
In educational progress was taken when 
the graduation of a class of young ladies 
from the 
local 
kindergarten 
training 


school occurred in the High school hall 
with.highly interesting exercises. Supt. 
Whitcomb in speaking of the exercises said 
tbey were decidedly unique; and so they 
were, for no other such Graduating exer- 
cises have ever been held in this city, and 
it is doubtful if ever in the state. 


It was a fair sized audience principally 


composed of ladies and from appearances 
all were hiulily interested. 


On the platform were tbe feacher, Miss 


Dcvereu.T, her class, Supt.Whitcoml^Rev. 
E. A. Greene of the school committee, E. 
H. Russell of the state normal school at 
Worcester aud Miss Paige of Boston, who 
is connected with the kindergartens of that 
city. 


The exercises opened with "Songs of the 


Sejison,"by a chorus by the young ladies of 
Lhe school. 


Supt. Whitcomb then introduced the 


teacuer. Miss Devereux, who read a paper 
on the kindergarten work as taught in the 
training school. 


This paper, which showed its author to 


be thoroughly acquainted with tlie subject 
of kindergartens, was quite instructive and 
decidedly Interesting. 
Miss Devereux il- 


lustrated her remarks at first with models 
and later by means of her class. 
Perhaps 


tbe most entertaining feature of the teach- 
er's remarks was the illustration of tbe 
manner in which children are brought in- 
to sympathy with nature. 
This illustra- 


tion consisted of tbe sinking of a number 
of songs by the class in which all references 
to natural objects were accompanied by 
gestures appropriate to those objects, their 
actions in particular. 


This was followed shortly after by some- 


whnt similar songs with gestures which 
were illustrative of the labor of natural be- 
ings and including the time honored school 
song 
"This is the way to 
mend 
a 


shoe." 
The rendition of 
the 
songs 


and the graceffllness 
with 
which 
the 


numerous and somewhat difflctilt 
gestures 


were gone through added greatly to the 
effect produced. The very commendable 
moUo "all that lies in my .power to do, 
shall be well and truly done" which, the 
kindergarten teachers 
adopt, formed the 


conclusion of Miss Devereux's remarks, 
The paper proved conclusively that a 
teacher to be successful must, while with 
her scholars become ix child herself. 


Supt. 1>Yhitcomb then introduced for ah 


address Mr. E, H. Russell of the State 
Normal school at Worcester. 


Mr. Russell, who confined himself to 


what he termed, "a sketchy attempt to 
show the mission of the kindergarten, ils 
ideal as an educational force, and the re- 
sulia which will bo expected to flow from 
its more general adoption." 
Said: 


"Tue kindergarten came from the brain 


and heart of Froebel, a German philo- 
sopher. Noliiing of its kind was produced 
before it, and nothing has interfered with 
its progress since its beginning. 
What we 


see here is substantially an exampie of his 
message to the world. 


"The great merit of the kindergarten is 


in the fact that it reaches the individual 
child. 
It does not reach children iu the 


mass. There is its great merit." 


The speaker then referred to the many 


complaints that our educational syslem 
has too much machinery in it, and quoted 
an.example of this. 
Continuing, he said: 


"If a child is not an. average child, the 
schools or colleges cannot reach him. This 
has grown out of the undertaking to edu- 
cate, the whole community. 


"People were not born alike, and do not 


grow to be alike. 
Thus there ia an impor- 


tant something ii> individuality which we 
should not disregard. An average is a 
dangerous thine to introduce into our 
schools. 
TVe do not find it in our fami- 


lies. It would be absurd there and it is 
just as absurd in this building. We can't 
proceed in averages. When it comes to 
training mental powers, averages are the 
foe 
to progress". 
They have scarcely a 


flavor of truth in them. 


"A. kindergarden. applies itself to the 


individual child, because it. came from an 
individual man. 
Froebel's system was a 


sort of mould of Froebel, and he was one 
of the most individual of men." 


Mr. Russell then|referred eloquently to 


the great educators, early 
life,, during 


which he was deprived of a mother's love; 
of the plays of children and oC the freedom 
of the open air. These privations, tlie 
speaker said, were important faclors of 
this grand scheme for the education of 
-young children. 


Referring to the duties of the kindergar- 


iten teachers, he said: "We must observe 


I the individuals tiiat constitute our 
family 


and study them as individuals. This ia 
the requisite of a teacher of no matter what 
grade. 
The child after leaving its mother 


to go to school d(je.s not change any when 
he gets at Hie school and should have a 
te.ichef who will take the place of the 
mother and not immediately be put on a 
roll book and averaged. The child at an 
early age is filled tviUj activity. 'He abounds 
with a fluid nature, fc^freezes him up and 
then skates over Mi4. His fluid nature 
must be made soliJ !» these schools. 
He 


is told to sit in order and wait. 
He is 


given the narrowest path in which to pro- 
ceed when the whole world is Jjefore him. 
That is what our education hsi come to by 
trying to educate everyone. 
At the mo. 


menb when the child should have e.xpan 
sion, he gets almost the greatest contrac 
Lion possible. The school committeeman 
comes in and says to the new teacher: 'I 
want order,' which, means coagulation." 


The kindergarten studies to develop the 


child in the line in which be should be 
developed. 
It developes physical activ- 


.Hy.Another leading trait of childhood is im- 
agination. The prevalence of it is univer- 
sal . It is the enrichment of the individu- 
ality that strengthens the imagination. All 
this is encouraged and sympathized with- 
in the kindergarten. 
Another thing is human feeling. 
Feel- 


ing is life, and the only, institution where 
it is recognized is the church. The kinder- 
garten develops feeling on Its stronger 
and finer side. Then it develops the mo- 
tive side. 
Ordinary education requires 


simply 
receptiveness, 
and 
therein 


lies 
the 
great 
criticism 
on 
our 


public 
schools. 
They, are 
not 
criti- 


cized 
too much. 
The public schools 


should be kept fluid and plastic. 
They 


neglect the motive side, the activity of the 
child. Recently, this lick is being partial- 
ly remedied by manual training and ath- 
letics, though these are not to be compared 
with the way in which It is developed by 
the kindergarten. 


If the people could understand that one 


element of the kindergarten the latter 
would have been spread throughout the 
land." 


Mr. Russell closed his speech by con- 


gratulating the young ladias in what he 
termed their "noble endeavor." 


Miss Paige of' Boston spoke briefly to 


the graduates in congratulatory terms, and 
her remarks were followed by the presen- 
tation of diplomas by Rev. R. A.Greene. 
The young ladies who received them were; 
Misses Nlckerson, Wilson, Perham Piper, 
S. Sparks and M. Cronan. 


Supt. Whitcomb then made1 a few re- 


marks after which the exercises closed 
with the singing of a hymn. 


Samples of kindergarten 
work were 


on exhibition in the hall. 


A Bit of History. 


In a report of tbe board of health,appoin- 


ted September 
loth, 187J. to take the 


place 
of the old board, which was dis- 


charged for "cause," submitted co tbe city 
council, November 28, 1871, the board of 
consulting physicians gives the following 
history of the origin of small-pox in this 
city. 


There appears to be some uncertainty 


respecting the origin of the disease in oui 
city. It made its first appearance in a 
family by the name of Kennedy, on Mill 
street in January last. This family (with

Both the Kennedy children slept on this 
mattress. No other cases occurred at the 
time in this neighborhood, but the disease 
soon appeared' in a number of other aud 
distant localities." 


The first death reported from small-pox, 


occurred Feb. 20th, 1871, the patient being 
a child under 2 years of age. 


The first death actually occurring and 


reported as scarlet fever took place, Jan. 
29th,,1871. 


The board of health consisted of five 


members with Fred Ayer, chairman. 
The 


joard of consulting physicians consisted of 
5rs. Nathan Allen, Oilman Kiraball, John 
W. Graves, Walter Burnham, Hiram Par- 
ker, Francis G. Plunkett and John H. Oil- 
man. 


Dr. A. W. Bnttrick was resident physi- 


cian at the pest house and tbe first patient 


as taken there on Feb. 14, 1871. 
The greatest number of patients in the 


3ospitals at one time was 108; and the last 
case reported Nov. 24, 1371. 


The report of the board of health, re- 


ferred t-o above, concludes with this ad- 
vice1. "Vaccination and re-vaccinotion is

Graduation of a Class of 


Kindergarten Teachers. 


AIMS AND OB.IKCTS OF THE NEW 


CURRICULUM. 


Child's Mind Should Be Allowed to 


Expand With Age. 


An educational city is Lowell, and the 


fact has been demonstrated on many occa- 
sions. Yesterday, however, another step 
In educational progress was taken when 
the graduation of a class of young ladies 
from the 
local 
kindergarten 
training 


school occurred in the High school ball 
with highly interesting exercises. Supt. 
Whitcomb in speaking o£ the exercises said 
they were decidedly iinique; and so they 
were, for no other such graduating exer- 
cises have ever been held A this city, and 
it is doubtful if ever in the state. 


It was a fair sized audience principally 


composed of ladies and from appearances 
all were highly interested. 


On the platform were the teacher, Miss 


Devereux, her class, Supt.WhUeomb.Rev. 
R. A. Greene of the school committee, E. 
H. Russell of the state normal school at 
Worcester aud Miss Paige of Boston, who 
Is connected with the kindergartens ot that 
city. 


Tbe exercises opened with "Songs of the 


Senson,"by a chorus by the young ladies of 
the school. 


Supt, Wliilcomb then introduced tl(e 


teacher. Miss Devereux, who read a paper 
on the kindergarten work as taught in the 
training school. 


This paper, which showed its author to 


be thoroughly acquainted with the subject 
of kindergartens, was quite instructive and 
decidedly interesting. 
Miss Devereux il- 


lustrated her remarks at first with models 
and later by means of her class. 
Perhaps 


the most entertaining feature of the teach- 
er's remarks was the illustration of the 
manner in which children are brought in- 
to sympathy with nature. 
This illustra- 


tion" consisted of the singing of a number 
of songs by the class in which all references 
to natural objects were accompanied by 
gestures appropriate to those objects, their 
actions in particular. 


This was followed shortly after by some- 


what similar songs with gestures which 
were illustrative of the labor of natural be- 
ings and including the time honored school 
song 
"This is the way to 
mond 
a 


shoe." 
The rendition of 
the 
songs 


and the gracefulness 
with 
which the 


numerous and somewhat difficult 
gestures 


were gone through added gteatly to the 
effect produced. 
The very" commendable 


motto ""all that lies in my .power to do, 
shall be well and truly done" which the 
kindergarten teachers adopt, formed the 
conclusion of Miss Devoreux's remarks. 
The paper Droved conclusively that a 
teacher to be successful must, while with 
her scholars become a child herself. 


Supt. Whitcomb then introduced for an 


address Mr. E, H. Russ«H of the State 
Normal school at Worcester. 


Mr. Russell, who confined himself to 


what he termed, "a sketchy attempt to 
show the mission of the kindergarten, its 
ideal as an educational force, and the re- 
sults which will bo expected to flow from 
its more general adoption." Said: 


"The kindergarten came from the brain 


and heart of Froebel, a G-erman philo- 
sopher. Nothing of its kind was produced 
before it, and nothing has interfered with 
its progress since its beginning. 
What we 


see here is substantially an example of his 
message to the world. 


"The great merit of the kindergarten is 


in the fact that it reaches the individual 
child. 
It does not reach children in the 


mass. There is its great merit." 


The speaker then referred to the many 


complaints that our educational system 
has "too much machinery in it, and quoted 
an.example of this. 
Continuing, he said: 


If a child is not an average child, the 


schools or colleges cannot reach him. This 
has grown out of the undertaking to edu- 
cate the whole community. 


"People were not born alike, and do not 


grow to be alike. 
Thus there is an impor- 


tant something in individuality which we 
should not disregard. Au average is a 
dangerous 
thine; to introduce into our 


schools. We do not find it in our fami- 
lies. It would be absurd there and it is 
just as absurd in this building. _ We can't 
proceed in averages. When it comes to 
.raining mental cowers, averages are the 
foe 
to progress". 
They have scarcely a 


flavor of truth in them. 


"A kindecgarden applies itself to the 


individual child, because it. came from an 
individual man. 
Froebel's system was a 


sort of mould of Froebel, and he was one 
of the most individual of men." 


Mr. Russell then|referred eloquently to 


the great educator's early 
lifet, 
during 


which he was deprived of a mother's love; 
of the plays of children and of the freedom 
of the opou. air. These privations, the 
speaker said, were important factors of 
this grand scheme foe the education, of 
young children. 


Referring to the duties of the kindergar- 


ten teachers, he said: "We must observe 
the individuals tiiat constitute our family 
and study them as individuals. This is 
the requisite of a teacher of no matter what 
grade. 
The child after leaving its mother 


to go to school i)(ies not change any when 
he gets at the school and should have a 
teacher >vho will take th>e place of the 
mother and not immediately 
be put on a 


roll book and averaged. 
The child at an 


early age is filled wiUj activity. He abounds 
with a fluid n».ture, ti( freezes him up and 
fchfn skates over B&ifc. 
His fluid nature 


must be made solid i» these schools. He 
is told to sit in order and wait. He is 
given the narrowest path in which to pro- 
ceed when the whole world is before him. 
That is what our education bra come to by 
trying to educate everyone. 
At the mo- 


ment when the child should have expan- 
sion, he gets almost the greatest contrac 
tion possible. 
The school committeeman 


comes in and says to the new ieachor: 'I 
want order,' which means coagulation." 


The kindergarten 
studies to develop the 


child in the line in which he should be 
developed. 
It developes physical activ- 


ity.Another leading trait of childhood is im- 
agination. The prevalence of it is univer- 
sal. It is the enrichment of the individu- 
ality that strengthens the imagination. All 
this is encouraged and sympathized •with- 
in the kindergarten. 
Another thing is human feeling. 
Peel- 


ing is life, and the only institution where 
it is recognized is the church. The kinder- 
garten develops , feeling on its stronger 
and finer side. Then it develops the mo- 
tive side. 
Ordinary education requires 


simply 
receptiveness, 
and 
therein 


lies 
the 
great 
criticism 
on 
our 


public 
schools. 
They, are 
not 
criti- 


cized 
too much. 
The public schools 


should he kept fluid and plastic. 
They 


neglect the motive side, the activity of the 
child, 
Recently, this rack is being partial- 


ly remedied by manual training and ath- 
letics, thoujrh these are not to be compared 
with the way in which ft is developed by 
the kindergarten. 


If the people could understand that one 


element of the kindergarten the latter 
would have been spread throughout the 
land." 


Mr. Russell closed his speech by con- 


gratulating the young ladies in what he 
termed their "noble, endeavor." 


Miss Paige of Boston spoke briefly to 


the graduates in consjrat'ulatory terms, and 
her remarks were followed by the presen- 
tation of diplomas by Rev. E. A. Greene. 
The young ladies who received them were; 
Misaes Nickerson, Wilson, Perham. Piper, 
S. Sparks and M. Cronan. 


Supt. Whitcomb then made a few re- 


marks after which the exercises closed 
with the singing of a hymn. 


Samples of kindergarten 
work were 


on exhibition in the hall. 


A Bit of History. 


In a report of the board of health,appoin- 


ted September 15th, 187,1. to take the 
place of the old board, which was dis- 
charged for "cause," submitted to the city 
council, November 28, 1871, the board of 
consulting physicians gives the following 
history of the origin, of small-pox in this 
city. 


There appears to be some uncertainty 


respecting the origin of the disease in our 
city. It made its firat appearance in a 
family by the name of Kennedy, on Mill 
street in January last. This family (with 
the p.xception of the father, who had been 
a resident of Lowell for some six months 
previously.) arrived in Boston from Liver- 
pool 
and 
came 
directly 
to 
Lowell. 


This 
family 
were 
all 
in 
apparent 


ffooA health, and no contagious disease 
was known to exist in the vessel in which 
they came over. 
Furthermore, all the 


family had been vaccinated in England. 
Some two weeks after their arrival a girl 
eight years of age was taken ill with an 
eruptive disease, which was supposed lobe 
scarlet fever. 
Ten days after a hoy three 


and a half years of age was taken sick and 
died on the 29th of January. 
His death 


was reported as caused by scarlet fever. 
No physician had be'en in attendance and 
no small pox was suspected until some 
days after his burial. At this time a child 
living near by was taken sick, and a sus- 
picion arise that it might be a case of 
small 
pox. 
The 
proper 
authorities 


were 
notified, 
an 
investigation 


was 
made, 
and. the 
case 
was 


found, to be one of small pox. The 
Kennedy girl had at tftis time the eruption 
remaining on her face, which still bears 
the distinctive marks of the disease. 
The 


presumption at h'rst would seem to be, 
that the disease was contracted on her pas- 
sage, or on her arrival in Boston; but an- 
other and more probable interpretation of 
it is, that it was contracted through the 
use of a second-hand mattress, which had 
been bought at auction, just before the 
arrival of this family, land'which had every 
appearance of having had bard service. 
Both the Kennedy children slept on this 
mattress. 
N"o other cases occurred at the 


time in this neighborhood, but the disease 
soon appeared in a number of otb.ec and 
distant localities," 


The first death reported from small-pox, 


occurred Feb. 20th, 1871, the patient being 
a child under 2 years of age. 


The first death actually occurring and 


reported as scarlet fever took place, Jan. 
29tli,,1871. 


The board of health consisted of five 


members with Fred Ayer, chairman. 
The 


board of consulting physicians consisted of 
Drs. Nathan Allen, Gilm'an Kimbali, John 
W. Graves, Walter Burnham, Hiram Par- 
ker, Francis C. Plunkett and John H. G-il- 
man. 


Dr. A W. Buttriok was resident physi- 


cian at the pest house and the first patient 
was taken there on Feb. 14, 1871. 


The greatest number of patients in the 


hospitals at one lime was 108; and the last 
case reported Nov. 24, 1871. 


The report of the board of health, re- 


ferred to above, concludes with this ad- 
vice: "Vaccination and re-vaccination is 
of paramount importance affording 
the 


best attainable protection against small 
pox, and mitigating its severity when not 
preventing an attack,"

ple were on the scene. The body of Mr. 
Hodgdon was removed to the town hall, 
where it still remains awaiting tha in- 
quest of the coroner. 


That Hodgdon was murdered no one 


questions. He was noticed late last even- 
ing at the village postofEce in company 
with, o stranger, and that was the last 
seen of him alive. Both, left the place 
together, and 
today nothing can be 


learned of the stranger who is badly 
wanted by the officials. He is described 
as beiug a well dressed man with a black 
moustache and wearing a long ulster, be- 
ing a very fitient talker. 


Hodgdon was a man of means, and dur- 


ing his long years of toil had accumulated 
considerable wealth, which it is said he 
feopt in the house. About two weeks ago 
he received a regintered letter in which 
was a considerable amount of money, and 
this letter was found upon his peraoa. It 
was postmarked Denver. 


No one knows the amount- ot money 


which was in. the envelope, but some of 
the citizens, wko were personally ac- 
quainted with the old man, say thac il 
was a large amount, as liis investments in 
the west were large.

he thoroughly acquainted with tlie subject 
of kindergartens, was quite instructive and 
decidedly interesting. 
Miss Uevereux il- 


lustrated her remarks at first with models 
and later by menus of her class. 
Perhaps 


the most entertaining feature of the teach- 
er's remarks was the illustration of the 
manner in which children are brought in- 
to sympathy with nature. 
This fllustra- 


tiou consisted of the sinking of a number 
of songs hy the class in which all references 
to natural objects were accompanied by 
gestures appropriate to those objects, tlieir 
actions in particular. 


This \vas followed shortly after by some- 


what similar songs with gestures which 
were illustrative of the labor of natural be- 
ings and including the time honored school 
song "This is the "way to 
mend 
a 


shoe.7'

antf the gracefulness with 
which

numerous and somewhat difficult .gestures 
were gone through added greatly to the 
effect produced. 
The very commendable 


motto "all that lies in my power to do, 
shall be well and truly done" which, the 
kindergarten teachers adopt, formed the 
conclusion of Miss Deverens's remarks.

] teacher to he successful must, while with 
her scholars become a child herself. 


Supt. Whitcomb then, introduced for an 


address Mr. E. H. Russell of the State 
Normal school at Worcester. 
- Jlr. Russell, who confined himself to 
what he termed, "a sketchy attempt to 
show the mission of the kindergarten, Us 
ideal as an educational force, and the re- 
sults which will be expected to flow from 
its more general adoption." 
Said: 


"The kindergarten came from the brain 


and heart of Froebel, a Gsrman philo- 
sopher. Xothing of its kind was produced 
before it, and nothing has interfered with 
its progress since its beginning. What we 
see hero is substantially an example of his 
message to the world. 


"The great merit of the kindergarten 


in the fact that it reaches the individual 
child. 
It docs not reach children iu the 


mass. There is its great merit." 


The speaker then referred to the many 


complaints that our educational system 
has too much machinery in it, and quoted 
an example of this. 
Continuing, be said: 


ing is life, and the only institution where 
it. is recoguize;! is the. church. The kinder- 
garten develops feeling on its stronget 
and finer side. Then it develops the mo- 
tive side.

A Kit of History. 


In a, report of the hoard of health,appoin- 


ted September 15th, 1871, 
to take Ihe 


place of the old board, which Tvas dis- 
charged for "cause," submitted to the city 
council, November 2S, 1811, tbe board of 
consulting physicians Rives the following 
history of the origin, of small-pox in this 
city. 


There appears to be norne uncertainty 


respecting the origin of the disease in our 
city.- It made its first appearance in a 
family by the name of Kennedy, on Mill 
street in January last. This family (with 
the exception of the father, \vho had been 
a resident of .LoTvell for some six months 
previously.) arrived in Boston from Liver- 
pool 
ar.d 
cams 
directly 
to 
Lowell.

good bcaltl, and no contagions disease 
wag knovn to e^ist in the veastil in whieh 
they came over. 
Fiu-ehermore, all the

eruptive disease, which was supposed to be 
scarlet fever. Ten cliiys titter a buy three 
and a half years of ajp. was taken sick and 
died on the 20th of January. 
His death 


was reported as caused by scarlet fever. 
No physician had been in attendance and 
no small pox was suspected until some 
days after his burial. At this time a child, 
living near by was taken sick, and a sus-

Kennedy girl had at this time the eruption 
remaining on her face, which still bears 
the distinctive marks of. the disease.

other and more probable interpretation of 
it 13, that it was contracted throtigli the 
use of 3. second-hand mattress, -which, had 
been bought at auction, just before the 
arrival of this family, and which had every 
appearance of having had hard service. 
Both the Kennedy children slept on this 
mattress. 
K"o other cases occurred at the 


time in this neighborhood, but the disease 
soon appeared in a number of other and 
distant localities," 


The fii-at death reported from small-pox, 


occurred Feb. 20th, 1371, tbe patient being 
a child under 2 years of aje. 


The first death actually occurring and 


reported as scarlet fever took place". Jan. 
29th, 1871.

which lie was deprived of a mother's love; 
of the plays of children and of the freedom 
of the open air. 
These privations, the 


speaker said, were important factors of 
this grand scheme for the education of 
young children. 


KeEerring to the duties of the kindergar- 


ten teachers, he said: "We must observe 
the individuals tliat constitute our family 
and study them, as individuals. This is 
the requisite of a teacher of no matter what 
grade.

Graduation of a CSass of 


Kindergarten Teachers. 


AIMS AND OBJECTS OP TUB NEW 


CUJKRICUJOUM. 


Child's Mind Should Be Allowed to 


Expand With Age. 


An educational city is Lowell, and the 


fact has been demonstrated on many occa- 
sions. Yesterday, however, another step 
in educational progress was taken when 
the graduation of a class ot young ladies 
from the 
local 
kindergarten 
training 


school occurred in "the High school hall 
with highly interesting exercises. Supt. 
Whitcomb in speaking of the exercises said 
they were decidedly unique; and so they 
were, for no otBcr such graduating exer- 
cises have over been held in this city, and 
it is doubtful if ever in the state. 
Jt was a fair sized audience principally 


composed of ladies and from appearances 
all were highly interested. 


Ou the plati'orm were the feacher, Miss 


Devureux, her class, Supt.Whilcomb,Rev. 
R. A. Greene of the school committee, E. 
n. Itussell of the state normal school at 
Worcester and Bliss Paige of Boston, who 
is connected with the kindergartens of that 
city. 


The exercises opened with "Songs of the 


Season,"by a chorus by the young ladies of 
the school. 


bnpt. "YVSiiteomb then introduced the 


teacher. Miss Devereus, who read a paper 
on the kindergarten work as taught in the 
training school. 


This paper, which, showed its author to 


btj thoroughly acquainted with the subject 
of kindergartens, was quite instructive and 
decidedly interesting. 
Miss Davereux il- 


lustrated her remarks at first with models 
and later by means of her class. 
Perhaps 


the most entertaining feature of tho teach- 
er's remarks -was llie illustration of the 
manner in which children are brought in- 
to sympathy with nature. 
This illustra- 


tion consisted of the slncing of a number 
of songs by the class in which all references 
to natural objects were accompanied by 
gestures appropriate to those objects, their 
actions in particular. 


This was followed shortly after by some- 


what similar songs with gestures which 
were illustrative of the labor of natural be- 
ings and including the time honored school 
song 
"This is the way to 
rnend 
a 


shoe." 
The rendition 
of 
the 
sonc;s 


aud' tho gracefulness 
witb 
which 
tho 


numerous and somewhat difficult .gestures 
were gone through added greatly to the 
elfect produced. 
The very commendable 


motto""all that lies in my power to do, 
shall be well and truly done" which the 
kiudot'ijarten teachers adopt, formed the 
conclusion of Miss Deverenx's remarks. 
The paper proved conclusively that a 
teacher to be successful must, while with 
her scholars become a child herself. 


Supt. Whitcomb then introduced for an 


address Mr. E, H. Russell of the State 
iSTurnjal school at Worcester. 


- Mr. Russell, who 
confined himself to 


what IIP termed, "a sketchy attempt to 
show the mission of the kindergai ten, its 
ideal as an educational force, and the re- 
sults which will bo expected to now from 
its more general adoption." 
Said: 


"The kindergarten came from the brain 


and heart of Froebel, a German philo- 
sopher. Nothing of its kind was produced 
betore it, and nothing has interfered with 
its progress since its beginning. What we 
see here is substantially an example of his 
message to the world. 


"The great merit ot tho kindergarten is 


in tho iact that it reaches the individual 
child. 
It does not reach children iii the 


mass. There is its great merit." 


The speaker then referred to tho many 


comnlaints that our educational system 
has "too much machinery in it, and quoted 
an example of this. 
Continuing, ho said: 


"If a child is not an average child, the 
schools or colleges cannot reach hi'aj. This 
has grown out of the undertaking to edu- 
cate the whole community. 


"People \\cre not born alike, and do not 


grow to bo alike. 
Thus there is an impor- 


tant somethiim iu individuality which we 
should not disregard. An average is a 
dangerous thing to introduce into OUT 
schools. 
We do not find it in our fami- 


lies. It would be absurd there and it ia 
just as absurd in this building. We can't 
proceed in averages. 
AVhen it comes to 


training mental powers, averages are the 
foe to progress". 
They have scarcely a 


liavor of truth in them. 
"A kindergardcn applies itself to the 


individual child, because it. came from an 
individual man, . Frocbel's system was a 
sort of mould of Froebel, and he was one 
of the most individual of men." 


Mr. liussell therijreferred 
eloquently to 


the groat educator's early 
life, 
during 


which he was deprived of a mother's love; 
of the plays of children and of the freedom 
of the ofjon air. These privations, the 
speaker said, were important factors of 
this grand scheme for the education of 
young children. 


Keferring to the duties o£ the kindergar- 


ten teachers, he said: "We must observe 
tho individuals tiiat constitute our family 
and study them' as individuals. This is 
the requisite of a teacher of no matter what 
grade. 
The child after leaving its mother 


to go to school does not ehango any when 
ho acts at the school and should have a 
teacher who will take the ,place of the 
mother und not immediately bo put on a 
roll book and averaged. 
The child at an 


parly age is filled with activity. He abounds 
with a fluid nature. It freezes him up and 
then skates over him. His fluid nature 
must be made solid iu tUe.se schools, lie 
is told to sit iu order and wail. lie is 
given the narrowest path In v.'hich to pro- 
ceed when the whole world is before him. 
That is what our education hoc come to by 
trying to educate everyone. s At the mo- 
ment when the child should have expan- 
sion, he gels almost tho greatest coutrac 
lion possible. The school conunitteeman 
comes iu and says to the new teacher: 'I 
want order,' which means coagulation." 


The kindergarten studies to develop the 


child in the lino in which he should be 
developed. 
It developes physical activ- 


ity.Another leading trait of childhood is im- 
agination. The prevalence of it is univer- 
sal . It is the enrichment of the individu- 
ality that strengthens the imagination. All 
this is encouraged and sympathized with- 
in the kindergarten. 
Another thine is human feelinc. Feel- 


ing is life, and the only institution where 
it is recognized is the church. The kinder- 
garten develops feelinp on its stronger 
and finer side. 
Then it develops the mo- 


tive side. 
Ordinary education requires 


simply 
J'eceptiveness, 
aud 
therein 


lies 
the 
great 
criticism 
on 
our 


public 
schools. 
They are 
not 
cuti- 


cized 
too much. 
The public schools 


should ho kept fluid and plastic. 
They 


neglect the motive side, the activity of the 
child. 
Recently, this Jack is being paiti.il- 


ly remedied by manual liaining "and ath- 
letics, though these are not to be compared 
with the way in which it is developed by 
the kindergarten. 


H the people could understand that one 


element of the kindergarten the latter 
would have beeu spread 
throughout the 


land." 


Mr. Eussoll closed his speech by con- 


gratulating the young ladies in what he 
termed their "noble endeavor." 


Miss Paige ol Boston spoke briefly to 


the graduates in congratulatory terms, and 
her remarks were followed by the presen- 
tation of diplomas by Rev. R, A.Greene.

A Kit of History. 


In a report of the board of health,appoin- 


ted September 15th, 1873. to take the 
place of the old boatd, which was dis- 
charged for "cause," submitted to the city 
council, November 28,1871, the board ot 
consulting physicians gives the following 
history of the origin of small-pox in this 
city. 


There appears to be some uncertainty 


respecting the origin of the disease in our 
city.- It made its first appearance in a 
family by the name of Kennedy, on Mill 
street in January last. This family (with 
the exception of the father, who had been 
a resident of Lowell for some six months 
previously.) arrived in Boston from Liver- 
pool 
and 
came 
directly to 
Lowell. 


This 
family 
weie 
all 
in 
apparent 


good health, and no contagious disease 
was known to exist in the vessel in which 
they came ovei. 
Furtheimore, all the 


family had been vaccinated in England. 
Some two weeks after thair arrival a girl 
eight years of age was taken ill with an 
eruptive disease, which was supposed to be 
scarlet fever. Tea days after a boy three 
and a half years of age was taken sick and 
died on the 20th of January. 
His death 


was reported as caused by scarlet fever. 
No physician hnd been in attendance and 
no small pox vsas suspected until some 
days after his burial, At this time a child 
living near by was taken sick, and a sus- 
picion arise that it might be a case of 
small pox. The 
proper 
authorities 


were 
notified, 
an 
investigation 


was 
made, 
and 
the 
case 
was 


found to be one 
of. small pox. The 


Kennedy girl had at this time the eruption 
remaining on her face, which still bears 
the distinctive marks of the disease. 
The 


presumption 
at lirst would seem to be, 


that the disease was contracted on her pas- 
sage, or on her arrival in Boston ; out an- 
other and more probable interpretation of 
it is, that it was contracted through the 
use of a second-hand mattress, which had 
been bought at auction, just before the 
arrival of this i'ainily, and which had every 
appearance of having had hard service. 
Both the Kennedy children slept on this 
mattress. 
No other cases occurred at the 


time in this neighborhood, but the disease 
soon appeared in a number o£ other and 
distant localities." 


The first death reported from small-pox, 


occurred Feb. liOtb, 1871, the patient being 
a child under 2 years of age. 


The first death actually occurring and 


reported as scarlet fever took place", Jan. 
29th, 1871. 


The board of health consisted of five 


members with Fred Ayer, chairman. The 
board of consuitingpbysicians consisted of 
Drs. Nathan Alien, Gilman Kimball, John 
jJjT. Graves, Walter Burnham, Hiram Par- 
ker, Francis U. Plunkett and John II. Gil- 
man. 


l)r. A. W. Buttrick was resident physi- 


cian at the pest house and tho first patient 
was taken there on Feb. 14, 3871. 


The greatest number of patients in the 


hospitals at one time was 108; and the hist 
case reported Nov. 24, 1871. 


Tho report of the board of health, re- 


ferred to above, concludes with this ad- 
vice: "Vaccination aud re-vaceination is 
of paramount importance affording 
the 


best attainable protection against small 
pox, and mitigating its severity when not 
preventing an attack."

manner, and shouting "Long live c.n- 
nrchy." 
They broke the gas lamps all 


along that section of the thoroughfare 
through which they passed, tore away the 
supports to a number of trees, and with 
these weapons smashed all of the win- 
dows in the vicinity.

Kindergarten Teachers.

AIMS AND OJBJKCTS OF THE NEW 


CURRICULUM. 


Child's Mind Should Be Allowed to 


Expand With Age. 


An educational cir.y is Lowell, and the 


fact has been dumonstiuled on many occa- 
sions. Yesterday, however, another step 
in educational progress was taken when 
tho graduation of a class ol! young 'ladies 
from the 
local 
kindergarten 
training 


school occurred in Iho High school hall 
with highly interesting exercises. *Supt. 
Whitcornb in speaking of the exercises said 
they were decidedly unique; and so they 
were, for no other such jriaduating exer- 
cises havo ever beon held in this city, and 
it is doubtful if ever in the slate. 


jt was a fair sized audienci; principally 


composed of ladies ant! from appearances 
all wore highly interested. 


On Ihe platform wore tho teacher, Miss 


Devcreux", her class, Supt.VVJliUcomb,Rev 
U. A. Greene of the school committee, li. 
H. Knssell of tiie slate normal school at 
Worcester and Miss P:U<;c of Boston, who 
is connected with'the kindergartens of that 
city. 


The exercises opened •with "Songs of the. 


Season,"by a chorus by the young ladies of 
the school. 


faupt. Whilconib then introduced the 


teacher, JUiss Deveieux, who read a paper 
on tbo kindergarten work as taught in the 
training school. 


This paper, which showed its author to 


be thoroughly acquainted with the subject 
of kindergii tens, was quite instructive and 
decidedly interest inc. 
Miss Doveioux il- 


lustrated b6r remarks at (iisfc with models 
and later by means of her class 
"Perhaps 


tho most entertaining feature of the teach- 
er's remarks was the illustration of the 
manner in which children are brought in- 
to sympathy with nature. 
This illiistra- 


tion" consisted of the siniUnc; of a number 
of songs by th" class in which all references 
to natural objects were accompanied by 
gestures appropriate to those objects, their 
actions in particular. 


This was followed shortly after by some- 


what similar songs with gestures ubich 
were illustrative of the labor of natural be- 
ings and including the time honored school 
sou^j "This is the way to 
mend 
a 
shoe." 
The rendition 
of 
the 
sou^s 


and tlio grncuTiilncss with 
which 
the 


numerous and somewhat diflicnlt gestures 
wcie gone tbrouuh added greatly to the 
effect produced. The very commendable 
motto "all that lies in my power to do, 
shall be well aud truly done" which the 
Idndertjaiten teachers adopt,-formed the 
conclusion of Miss Devoreux's remarks. 
Tlie paper proved conclusively that 
a 


teacher to be successful must, while with 
her scholars become a child bcrsulf. 


Supt. Whitcomb then introduced for an 


address ilr. E. II. Kussell of the Stato 
Normal school at Worcester. 


Mr. Russell, who confined himself to 


what lie termed, ''a sketchy auenipt to 
show the mission of the kindergarten, its 
ideal as an educational force, and thr re- 
sults which will bo expected to flow froin 
its more general adoption." 
Said: 
"The Icindenrarten came from the brain 


and heart of Proebel, a German philo 
soplior. Xolbing of its kind was produced 
before it, and nothing has intericrod with 


progress since its beginning. What \\e 


see here is substantially an example ot his 
ines«aite to the woi'lii. 


"The great merit of the kindergarten is 


in the l.ict that it reaches tho individual 
child. 
It does not reach children ia the 


mass. There is its great merit." 


The speaker then referred to the many 


complaints that our educational system 
has loo much machinery in it, and quoted 
an example ot thi.s. 
Continuing, be said: 


"If a child is not an average child, the 
schools or colleges cannot roach bi-.n. This 
lias grown out of the undertaking to edu- 
cate the whole community. 
"People \\ere not born alike, and do not 


grow to be alike. Thus theie is an impor- 
tant sometbing in individuality which we 
hould not disregard. An average is a 
dangerous 
Uiinu to introduce into our 


schools. We do not find it in our fami- 
lies. It would be absurd there and it is 
just as absurd in this building. We can't 
proceed in averages,. "When it comes to 


>iuiuy mental powers, averages are the 


foa 
to progress. 
They have scarcely a 


flavor of truth in them. 
"A kiiulergarden applies itself to the 


individual child, because if, came from an 
individual man. 
ITroebcl's system was a 


_ort of mould of Froebel, and he was one 
of the roost individual of men." 


Mr. Russell thenjreferred 
eloquently to 


the gieat educator's early 
lile, 
during 


which lie was deprived of a motbei's love; 
of the plays of children and of the freedom 
of tlie opun air. These privations, the 
poakcr said, were important iactors of 
this grand scheme for the education, of 
young children. 


"Referring to the duties of the kindergar- 


ten teacher'!, he said: "We must observe 
the individuals tiiat constitute our family 
and study them as individuals. This is 
tlie requisite of a teacher of no matter what 
grade. 
Tho child afier leaving its mother 


to go to school d^jes not change, any when 
he cets at the school and should have a 
teacher who will take the place of the 
mother and not immediately be put on a 
roll book aud averaged. 
The child at an 


early age is filled wiUi activity. Ho abounds 
with a'fluid nature, li, freezes him up and 
thpii skates over IzlsA, 
His fluid nature 


must be, made sali<1 is» theae schools. 
He 


l-s told to sit in ordci and wait. 
He is 


.jivun the narrowest path in which to\, pro- 
ceed when the whole world 'is before him. 
That is what our education has aome^to by 
trying to educate everyone. 
At tho mo- 
ment" when tho child should have expan- 
sion, be aet^ almost, the greatest contrac 
uori possible. The school conjmiueeiuan 
cotxies in and says to the new teacher: 'I 
want order,' which meuns coagulation." 


The kindergarten studies to develop the 


child in the lino iu which he should be 
developed. 
It, developes physical activ- 


ity.Another leading trait of childhood is im- 
agination. Tlie prevalence ot" it is_ univer- 
sal. It is the enrichment of the individu- 
ality that strengthens the imagination.. All 
Ibis" is encouraged and sympathized with- 
in tho kindergarten. 
Another thing is "human feeling. 
Feel- 


ing is life, and the only institution where 
it is recognized is the church. The kinder- 
garten develops feeling on its stronger 
aud finer side. Then it develops the mo- 
tive side. 
Ordinary education 
requires 


simply 
recoptiveness, 
and 
therein 


lies 
the 
great 
criticism 
on 
our 


public 
schools. 
They are pot 
criti- 


cized 
too much. 
The public schools 


should lie kept fluid and plastic. 
They 


nejrleet tlio motive side, tho activity of the 
child. 
.Recently, this Jack 19 being partial- 


ly remedied by manual tiainin? and ath- 
letics, thouffh these are not to bo compared 
with tho way in which it is developed by 
the kindergarten.

Tn a report of thV board of health,appoin- 


ted September 15th, 1871. 
to take the 


placo of the old board, which was dis- 
charged for "cause," submitted to the city 
council, November 28,1871, the board of 
consulting physicians cjivos the following 
history ot the origin ol small-pox in this 
cily. 1 


There appears to be 'iiome uncertainty 


respecting tlie origin of the disease in our 
city. It made its first appearance in a 
family by t IIP name of Kennedy, on Mill 
street in January last. This family (with 
the exception of the father, who had been 
a resident of Lowell for some six months 
previously.) arrived in Boston from Liver- 
pool 
and 
came 
directly 
to 
Lowell. 


This 
family 
were, 
all 
in 
apparent 


good health, and no contagious disease 
was known to exist in the vessel in which 
they came over. 
Furthermore, all the 


family had been vaccinated in England, 
Some two weeks alter their arrival a girl 
eight years of age was taken ill with an 
eruptive disease, which was supposed to be 
scarlet fever. Ten days after a boy three 
and a half years of age was taken sick and 
died on the 20th of 'January. 
His death 


was reported as caused by scarlet fevet. 
No phys'cinn had been in attendance and 
no small pox mis suspected until some 
days alter Ins buiial. 
At this time a child 


living near by was taken sick, and a sus- 
picion ni'iso that it might be a case of 
small pox. The 
proper 
authorities 


were 
notified, 
an 
investigation 


was 
mad'1, 
and 
the 
case 
was 


found to be one of small pox. The 
Kennedy girl had at this time the eruption 
remaining on her face, which still bears 
the distinctive marks of/he disease. The 
presumption at iirst xvouid seem to be, 
that the disease was contracted on her pas- 
sage, or ou her arrival ia Boston; bat an- 
other and more probable interpretation of 
it is, that it was contracted through the 
use of a second-hand, mattress, which had 
been bought at auction, just before the 
arrival of this family, and which had every 
appearance of having had hard service. 
Both the Kennedy children slept on this 
mattress. No other cases occurred at the 
tune in this neighborhood, but the disease 
soon appeared in a number of other and 
distant localities."

scarlet fever. 
Ten diva after a boy three 


and a half years of age was taken sfck and 
died on tbe 2t)r.b of .January.

was reported as eausad by scarlet fever. 
N7o physician had been in attendance and 
no small pox was suspected until some 
days after his burial.
